Ottawa, Juno S.—The debate on the 
Canadian Northern railway guarantee 
proposals, which has occupied the ma¬ 
jor part of the tlipe of parliament 
lately, came to a conclusion at 3 o’clock 
last night, when the final division was 
taken on the third reading. The vote 
was a small one, being 86 to 38, a gov¬ 
ernment majority of 47. There were 
many - members present who were 
paired and could not vote, but more 
who were absent and paired. 

The vote was upon an amendment by 
Alphonse Vervllle, of Malsonneuve, 
calling upon the government to compel 
Mackensie A Mann to accept a board 
of conciliation to deal with the strike In 
the Vancouver Island coal mines. This 
was negatived and then the third read¬ 
ing was declared carried on the same 
■division. Mr. Nlckle, of Kingston, 
voted with the opposition. 

At 5.30 p. m. Sir Wilfrid Lnurler’s 
amendment was rejected on a division 
by 85 to 40. a government majority of 
45. Mr. Nlckle voted with the op¬ 
position and Mr. Charlton with the 
government. The amendment read as 
follows: 

“Under existing circumstances no as¬ 
sistance should be given the C. N. R. 
Co. unless at the same time the gov¬ 
ernment has power, In a reasonable 
time, to acquire ownership of the en¬ 
tire stock of the company at a price 
to be fixed by arbitration, but not to 
exceed $60,000,000." 

R. B. Bennett, of Calgary, who was 
absent, having gone west, was paired 
with G. W. Fowler. Conservative mem¬ 
ber for King's. *N. B. 

The house then took up the second 
reading of tha Farmers’ Bank bill, pro¬ 
viding for a grant of $1,200,000 to re¬ 
coup the depositors In the defunct bank¬ 
ing institution of that name. 

Hon. W. T. White. In a long speech, 
placed a large measure of the responsi¬ 
bility on the treasury board of the late 
government, presided over by Hon. W. 
8. Fielding. He said that the govern¬ 
ment had decided on this legislation 
because It considered It was morally 
responsible. 

A. K. Maclean, for the opposition, 
said there was no Justification or moral 
responsibility, because Sir Wm. Mere¬ 
dith. the royal commissioner who had 
investigated the affairs of the bank, re¬ 
ported that the failure of the bank 
was due to fraudulent agreement. This, 
he said, was a true and logical finding, 
and the proposed legislation was both 
unpopular and without precedent. The 
veal responsibility for the granting of 
bank charters, he said, rests with par- 
liameht. «nd not with the executive. 

H. B. Morphy, of North Perth, who 
was the last speaker for the night, de¬ 
clared that action by the government 
was Justified by the circumstances of 
the failure of the bank. 

The last difficulties In regard to the 
redistribution bill, which have been 
holding up the measure for the past 
week, and which have been the subject 
of frequent negotiations ^between the 
members of the committee, were settled 
late last night, and the schedules for 
all the provinces were signed by both 
sides. There will be a final meeting of 
the committee when the bill will be 
finally approved, and It will be submit¬ 
ted to parliament at once. The report 
will be unanimous, so that the bill 
will go through by consent. In view 
of the stand of the Liberals in the 
lower house, the senate will pass the 
measure without protest 

The last questions which were In dis¬ 
pute were as to the disposal of Rus¬ 
sell county in eastern Ontario, the seat 
of Hon. Charles Murphy, nnd Rich¬ 
mond county In Nova Scot la. Russell, 
by the redistribution agreed upon, will 
disappear. Richmond, which Is re¬ 
presented by G. W x Xyte, it Is under¬ 
stood will be Joined to south Cape 
Breton, and the united counties will 
have two members elected at large. 


MONEY ORDERS SENT BY 
EMPRESS WILL BE PAID 

Registered Mail *f 1906 Packages in 
Wracked Steamer Will Be 
Total Loss. 

Montreal. June 2.—Those who have 
sent money orders to Great Britain, 
Russia, etc., from Montreal, and which 
were on board the ill-fated Empress of 
Ireland, will not lose their money. 

The course adopted by the govern¬ 
ment will be that duplicates of the 
money orders held at Ottawa will be 
copied and dispatched to London. 
There all persons will be notified that 
certain sums have been dispatched to 
them, and they will be able to get them 
upon application to the nearest post 
offices. In cases where people were 
not aware that money was being sent 
to them, the senders are asked to write 
at once to the proposed recipients and 
ask them to call at the post office and 
make a claim, thus shortening the de¬ 
lay. 

According to the statement of Mont¬ 
real postal officials, the heavy regis¬ 
tered mall, amounting to 1.905 pack¬ 
ages, which went down In the Em¬ 
press of Ireland wreck Is a total loss, 
and there will be no compensation for 
the senders or addressees of those 
packages. The pogt office department 
Is only responsible for registered mail 
lost In the malls and then only to the 
extent of 325 for each package. 

Notices are now being aent out by 
the Montreal post office to thirty-five 
exchange offices In all parts of the 
world, notifying them of the loss of the 
mall and providing a list of the letters. 

The Empress carried 166 bags of 
newspapers, 61 bags of letters, 8 bas¬ 
kets containing SOI parcels, and 1,903 
registered articles.

Montreal, June 3.—Owners of the 
Storstad deny all liability of the Em¬ 
press disaster. In a petition which 
they will present before Judge Dunlop 
In the admiralty court at 10 a. m. on 
Thursday, they claim that the collision 
happened without the actual fault of 
the owners of the Storstad and they 
deny, all liability for the collision. The 
petition was drafted after long consult¬ 
ation by representatives of the owners 
of the Storstad with Captain Ander¬ 
sen. For over an hour this morning 
Captain Andersen was in close confer¬ 
ence with Mr. Duclos. the lawyer. The 
main object of the petition is to secure 
release of the 8torstad, which Is seised 
under the admiralty court writ issued 
to the C. P. R. 

The city council yesterday afternoon 
voted $10,600 towards a fund for the 
survivors of the Empress of Ireland. 

“Captain Kendall never took a drink 
In his life," was the statement sent out 
to a local newspaper by Captain Walsh, 
chief marine superintendent of the 
C. P. R. steamship service as a reply 
to an Interview given by Mrs. Ander¬ 
sen, wife of the Storstad’s captain. In ( 
which she intimated that Capt. Kendall i 
was under the Influence of liquor when 
he came on board of her husband's 
boat after the sinking of the Empress. 
She also intimated that Captain Ken¬ 
dall arrived in a boat filled with people 
who were half dead, many whose legs 
were broken, and that Kendall callous¬ 
ly walked over these unfortunates in 
hi3 hurry to gain the shelter that the 
Storstad might afford. 

Tn reply to this Captain Walsh said: 
“You may say from me that he never 
did such a thing.” 

An official of the C. P. R. says: “I 
am firmly convinced from what the 
captain told me that he fully intended 
to go down with the ship, but was pre¬ 
vented by fate from doing so. He said 
that when the bridge touched the water 
he grasped the rail ready to go down 
with the boat and die at his post but 
that when the ventilators went under 
there was an explosion of compressed 
air. which broke his grip and blew him 
away from his hold and from the 
vessel. 

SCOTLAND YARD IS NOT 
FOR WOMEN CONSTABLES 

Suffragette Thinks Proposal of Lord 
Bentinck On# of Much 
Msrit. 

London. June 3.—A bill to enable the 
police authorities to enroll women con¬ 
stables is to be introduced in the House 
of Commons by Lord Henry Cavendish 
Bentinck. Unionist member for South 
Nottinghamshire. 

The officials of Scotland Yard have 
declared themselves as opposed to the 
measure. A spokesman said bluntly: 
"We are against the suggestion. We 
employ special women for special pur¬ 
poses. such as vigilance work, and In 
all cases intimately connected with 
women or young girls, to a far greater 
extent than the public realizes. More¬ 
over, in all our police stations women 
are employed to look after female pris¬ 
oners and whenever there is a female 
prisoner a woman is constantly on the 
premises. Then, again, we work In 
close touch and sympathy with the 
many excellent societies that employ 
women detectives and watchers, and 
we step in with our constables on a 
hint from them. So that, on the whole 
women constables are not only un¬ 
necessary, but objectionable, because 
they would Inevitably lead to what one 
may call specialized enlistment." 

Mrs. Dacre Fox, of the Women’s So¬ 
cial and Political Union, thinks the Idea 
an excellent one. "There should be no 
specializing between men and women," 
she said. "The community should have 
the pick of the best of both sexes. The 
doctrine of physical force and the sex 
question apply less In this respect than 
any other, as policemen only exist by 
the moral force behind them." 


BUILDING ACTIVITY IN 

MAY AT WESTMINSTER 

New Westminster, June 3.—Building 
permits for May showed a big Increase 
and are reminiscent of livelier days In 
this line, the total being $74,462. The 
new buildings of the Dominion Trust 
company, and the_I2oyal Bank, on the 
north side of Columbia street, below 
Sixth street, are responsible for most 
of this total, the permit for the former 
being $27,500 and for the latter $36,000. 
The only figure of consequence besides 
the above was $4,000 for a new resi¬ 
dence being erected on Royal avenue 
by R. Preston. There were 22 permits 
besides those mentioned, which shows 
some general activity. 


VAN HORST FOUND GUILTY 
SENTENCED FOR MURDER 

"Vancouver, B. C., June 3.—George 
Van Horst was found guilty by the 
assize Jury yesterday of the murder of 
a Japanese fisherman named Ogawa, 
in a motor boat in the Gulf of 
Georgia, on November 4 of last year. 
The death sentence was pronounced 
by Mr. Justice Gregory. The date of 
execution was set for August 19.

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GEORGE V. 

The British Empire to-dny Is cele¬ 
brating quietly the birthday of His Ma¬ 
jesty King George. Although In Can¬ 
ada we have not overcome the estab¬ 
lished custom of making holiday on the 
anniversary of the birth of the true 
woman and noble lady who so long sat 
upon the Imperial throne—the revered 
grandmother of the reigning monarch— 
we shall nevertheless none the less 
heartily wish His Majesty many re¬ 
turns of the day. The fact that the 
Dominion parliament Is doing business 
to-day sub usual does not Imply that as 
a people we do not recognise the im- 
portdhce or the significance of the day 
which gave us an heir to the throne. 
Neither does the fact that His Ma¬ 
jesty's loyal subjects In all parts of 
his Empire are engaging in their ordin¬ 
ary avocations signify that there Is any 
lack of the spirit of devotion to the per¬ 
son and throne of the monarch. We 
have Just observed the anniversary of 
the birthday of Queen Victoria, and 
we shall be called upon shortly to com¬ 
memorate the natal day of the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada, the 1st of July, but even 
in our enthusiasm for reigning mon- 
archs and existing institutions we 
must have due regard for the require¬ 
ments of business and every-day life. 
Three public holidays within the space 
of little more than a month might be 
too heavy a strain upon the commercial 
interests of the country. Consequently, 
while banks and schools and Dominion 
and provincial offices, and all Institu¬ 
tions to which time Is a matter of 
secondary Importance, may close up 
for the day, ordinary business occupies 
a different position, and It Is a position 
which must be recognised. But while 
we engage in our daily labors. It does 
not follow that we do not recognise 
the virtues and the merits of His Ma¬ 
jesty the King. He has discharged the 
duties of his high office during the few 
years he has occupied the throne with 
wisdom, discretion and tact. Already 
events have occurred that have tested 
both his mettle and his worth. May 
His Majesty’s days be long In the land, 
may he continue to emulate the ex¬ 
ample of the greatest of his forbears, 
and may his loyal subjects ever have 
reason to sing with heart and voice 
"God Save the King!" 

CANADIAN NORTHERN AID. 

Although parliament has ratified the 
Canadian Northern aid bill Introduced 
by Mr. Borden, nobody need harbor 
the delusion that It has seen the last 
application for assistance from Mac¬ 
kenzie & Mann. The two promoters 
who for eighteen years have been ap¬ 
plying every year to some government, 
federal or provincial, for aid, will be 
back for more before the road Is 
finished. The amount that will be 
raised under the latest guarantee, to¬ 
gether with what they can scrape up, 
will not be sufficient to complete con¬ 
struction and place the road In si^ph a 
condition as to compete with Its rivals, 
by many millions. According to the 
Soli cl tor-General, who piloted the 
measure through the House, a part of 
the 142,000,000 that will be obtained 
under it will be used to meet outstand¬ 
ing obligations on account of con¬ 
tracts and equipment. When these 
debts have been paid it will be found 
that a relatively small fraction will be 
available for actual construction. 

The government Is a junior partner 
In an enterprise which the people have 
assisted to the extent of more than 
$900,000,000 in guarantees, grants and 
cash subsidies—and Mackenzie & Mann 
control It. The twenty-eight sub¬ 
sidiary companies In the system will 
continue to do business, for they have 
not been merged into the Canadian 
Northern. According to Mr. Borden, 
their separate identities are preserved 
Intact. Some of them should have been 
wiped out: the others should have 
been Incorporated In the system. This 
was not done simply because Sir Wil¬ 
liam Mackenzie and Sir Donald Mann 
did not wish 1L Mackenzie & Mann, 
who control the Canadian Northern 
railroad, wUl continue to appoint the

tion ( and the purchase of equipment 
without the Inconvenient formality of 
Inviting tenders, and that firm of 
multifarious ramifications will continue 
to pull down their profits from the 
amount raised on the credit of the 
people of this country. 

Not one cent of personal security 
William Mackenzie and Sir 
been exacted by the 
suggestions of the 
opposition and Messrs. Bennett and 
Nlckle that this be done have been re¬ 
sisted so vigorously by the ministers 
as to- oonvlno« any impartial onlooker 
that they are devoted to the Interests 
of Sir William Mackenzie and Sir 
Donald Mann rather than to 

the interests of the people 

whose trustees they are. The 

directors of the *C. P. R.. according to 

Lord Mount Stephen, pledged their 
personal assets to raise money for the 
completion of that road. Not a solitary 
cent of the enormous assets held per¬ 
sonally by Mackenzie & Mann has gone 
Into the transaction Just ratified by 
parliament—assets which Mr Bennett 
declares are worth more than fifty 
million dollars. More than that, there 
are subsidiary concerns controlled by 
Mackensle A Mann, supposed to be a 
port of the Canadian Northern system, 
which are not Included In the trust 
deed covering the securities transferred 
to the government. 

The declaration by parliament that 
the Canadian Northern system Is a 
work for the general advantage of 
Canada makes the provisions of the 
British Columbian 'statute governing 
the control of rates so much dead- 
wood. The Pacific section upon com¬ 
pletion goes under the control of the 
railway commission, which means that 
the provincial government will be help¬ 
less In regard to local or through rates, 
although the people of this province 
I have guaranteed the bonds of the com¬ 
pany In the sum of $48,000,000. The two 
partners of the enterprise—Mackenzie 
& Mann and the Dominion government 
—will see to It that the rates are high 
enough to earn a return on the $100,- 
000.000 worth of stock held between 
them. It would have been infinitely 
better for the country generally and for 
this province particularly had the 
government squeezed more water out 
of the capital stock and left it at 
$30,000,000, as Dr. Pugsley suggested. In¬ 
stead of $100,000,000, as It now stands. 

SHOULD REVISE HIS FIGURES. 

Addressing the Conservatives of 
South Saanich a few evenings ago W. 
W. Foster, M. P. P. for the Islands, 
said that out of 254,000,000 acres of land 
In this province from $0,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 were available for agriculture of 
"some kind or another,” of which 6,500,- 
000 acres, or only two per cent., had 
passed from the hands of the province 
to purchasers. 

Mr. Foster’s estimate of 100,000,000 
acres of land available for agriculture 
of "some kind or another" was alto¬ 
gether too modest. The elastic phrase 
which accompanied the figure might 
have been stretched to cover the entire 
256,000,000. He might have added to this 
the area represented by the tops of 
houses and barns, available for agricul¬ 
ture of "some kind or another." 
Whether It would be In the "some 
kind" class or the "another” class we 
are unable to say. But In neither class 
are the 8.500.500 acres which have pass¬ 
ed Into the hands of "purchasers”—the 
word Is politely substituted for specu¬ 
lators This is the most fertile and ac¬ 
cessible land In the country, the major 
part of which was obtained under con¬ 
ditions described by the Judges as a 
fraud upon the laws of the province— 
a practice which, according to the 
chief government newspaper In this 
city, had long been recognized by the 
department. 

Mr. Foster should consult R. E. Gos- 
nell before making any further speeches 
on the subject of land available for 
agriculture in this province. Mr. Gos- 
nell’s estimate Is sixteen million acres, 
and nobody will question the accuracy 
of his information, certainly no mem¬ 
ber of the provincial cabinet. It is true 
Mr. Gosnell did not say that we had 
sixteen million acres available for agri¬ 
culture of "some kind or another.” A : 
statistician of his experience and 
knowledge would be discredited for¬ 
ever If he attached such a string to : 
his estimate. 

BETTER TERMS. 

We are Indebted to a dispatch from 
Ottawa for reminding us of the status 
of the Better Terms question. The 
last official announcement, prior to the 
intimation just received, was that ow- 
lng to a disagreement between the 
dominion and provincial commission¬ 
ers over the selection of a chairman 
the choice would be left to the Colonial 
Secretary In London. The Times, 
however, had other information as to 
the cause of the delay in getting the 
commission under way. It was to the 
effect that Mr. Borden was not satis¬ 
fied with the nature of the references , 
made to the commission and desired a i 
change made In them. He apparently 
saw that as they stood they gave 
British Columbia an advantage, and 
In the light of a wider appreciation of 
his responsibilities as the trustee for 
Canada as a whole he deenuJ it 


necessary to Insist upon a revision. 

Had he given more thought to the 
matter In the first instance the present 
trouble would not have arisen, but Mr. 

Borden was new to his post. He did 
not realize that every province In 
Canada hod a better terms question; 
that Immediately one managed to drive 
a spigot Into the federal treasury the 
others, without regard to politics, 
would follow with their mallets, and so 
on In endless chain, with the result 
that the nation’s finances would be 
thrown into a state of chaos. At the 
last inter-provincial convention the 
most notable feature was the unani¬ 
mity with which Liberal and Conser¬ 
vative premiers agreed that the pro¬ 
vinces should receive more money from 
Ottawa. Sir Wilfrid Laurler endeavor¬ 
ed to stop these raids In 1907 and in so 
doing was discharging a manifest duty 
as the head of the government of 
Canada.

Owing to a delay encountered at 
Kobe, Japan. In loading the cargo billed 
at that port for Victoria and Puget 
Bound cities, the Osaka Shown Kalsha 
liner Tacoma Maru, Capt. Hamada, 
will be two days late In reaching this 
coast. Advices received .by R. P. Rithet 
& Co., agents for the line, state that 
the ship did not clear from Yokohama 
until May 29, Instead of on May 27. She 
Is expected to arrive at this port on 
June IS. 

The reason for the delay at Kobe was 
the state funeral of the late Empress 
Dowager of Japan. From May 21 to 
May 26 all business was suspended In 
the Nippon Kingdom, while the last 
rite were conducted over the revered 
and beloved mother of the Mikado. The 
customs house at Kobe was closed dur¬ 
ing that period and no cargoes were 
allowed to be worked. 

Will Sail on Time. 

Although the Tacoma Maru will be 
two days late In arriving here she will 
clear for the Orient on schedule time, 
making up the lost time in hustling 
along the stevedores at Beattie and 
Tacoma. The steamship Is bringing In 
a fairly heavy cargo of general mer¬ 
chandise and will unload several hun¬ 
dred tons at the outer dockH. No ad¬ 
vices have been received as to the num¬ 
ber of passengers she carries. 

The liner Canada Maru, now on the 
Sound loading 7,000 tons of machinery, 
lumber, fish, flour, wheat and general 
freight, will sail for the Far East on 
Tuesday afternoon. 


San Francisco, June 8 .—A tale of 
mutiny and storm was brought by the 
little yacht Santa Marla here to-day, 
en route to Vancouver from South¬ 
ampton. The vessel sailed from Eng¬ 
land Feb. 14. and ran Into a series of 
storms that culminated In a four-day 
snowstorm In the Straits of Magellan. 
The yacht waa driven ashore, but was 
got off badly damaged. 

The crew of thirteen mutinied at the 
port of Coronel on the ground that the 
boat had been overloaded with coal. 
This was quickly suppressed, and the 
Santa Maria is finishing the last leg 
of her 15,000-mlle trip with better luck. 

The Santa Marla Is on her way out 
from the Old Country to enter the ser¬ 
vice of the All-Red Steamship Com¬ 
pany. of Vancouver. After taking on 
a supply of coal here she will steam for 
the northern port and will probably be 
[three days running up the coast 


Helped along by favorable winds the! 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha liner. Tamba 
Maru, Capt. Nagasue, succeeded In 
making port one day ahead of her 
schedule. She Is the slowest boat of 
the fleet and shipping men were sur¬ 
prised that she made the outer docks 
to-day. The Tamba berthed about noon 
and reported the Inward voyage as un¬ 
eventful. The master of the Tamba 
says the weather was very good and 
was responsible for his ship logging 
such a good run. 

Outside Cape Flattery last night the 
sfeamship ran Into a nasty breeze and 
some misty weather. A southeaster 
kicked up quite a sea and there was a 
drizzling rain. Capt. Nagasue was ex- 1 
pecting to reach William Head at 8 
o'clock this morning, but the spell of | 
bAd weather outside delayed his ar¬ 
rival by two hours. 

New Master on Tamba. 

A new master now commands the 
Tambu Maru. In the past two years 
several well-known Japanese skippers 
have paced her bridge. Capt. Noda 
was her commander until the Yoko¬ 
hama Maru was placed In service, 
when he was transferred to her. Capt. 
Tomlnaga then became her skipper and 

short time ago he was replaced by 
Capt. Teranaka, who has now made 
way for Capt. Nagasue. The new 
commander Is not a newcomer to this 
coast, as he operated In the trans-Pa- 
eifle trade eleven years ago. At that 
time he was fourth officer on the Shln- 
ano Maru, a similar vessel to the Akl 
Maru. 

The Tamba brought In a fair list of 
saloon passengers, her accommodation 
!n this class being taxed almost to its 
capacity. Six first class travelers dis¬ 
embarked here, Including the follow^ 
Ing: W. E. Montgomery, a missionary 
who has been engaged In Formosa for 
five years, accompanied by Mrs. Mont¬ 
gomery and their child; Y. Takeda, the 
chancellor of the Imperial Japanese 
consulate-general at Ottawa, with Mrs. : 
Takeda; J. M. Irving and C. Robert-, 
son. 

The second class and steerage lists 
were also heavy and 87 Japanese and 
two Chinese, who are return men. dis¬ 
embarked at this port. About 150 Ori¬ 
entals are going through to Seattle. 

The Tamba Maru discharged 246 tons 
of general merchandise here and pro¬ 
ceeded about 4 o’clock to Seattle. She 
has a valuable shipment of silk In her 
strong-room.

One of the greatest marvel* of 
steamship construction, the Cunard 
liner Aqultanla, Is crossing the Atlan¬ 
tic ocean from Liverpool to New York, 
and Is expected to reach the eastern 
Friday. This huge 


metropolis 
leviathan of the deep has numerous 
features entirely new to the engineer¬ 
ing and naval architectural worlds, and 
she is considered by seafaring men to 
bo the greatest product ever turned out 
from the shipyards of the old land. 

Some Interesting facts regarding the 
size, equipment and accommodation of 
the Aqultanla have been received by 
the Times. The steamship Is 910 feet 
long over-all with a beam of 97 feet, 
and the total area of her decks is equal 
to that of eight football fields. To hold 
her hull together, which has a displace¬ 
ment of practically 55,000 tons, about 
7.500.000 rivets have been used, equal in 
number the population of Greater Lon¬ 
don. The normal sea speed of the great 
craft provided for is 23 knots an hour. 

Carries 4,210 Passengers. 

The ship has been designed to ac¬ 
commodate a total population of 4,210, 
of which total 876 will travel first- 
class, 594 second-class and 1.700 in steer¬ 
age, with a crew numbering over 1.000 
The ship Is built on the double bottom 
principle. The whole double bottom is 
braced together by longitudinal and 
transverse struts, and is divided Into 
forty separate watertight compart¬ 
ments. To meet the stress set up by 
great waves on the Atlantic, certain 
parts of the sides or hull are hydraulic¬ 
ally riveted and have as much as eight 
rows of rivets. An Important feature 
In the Aqultanla Is that for quite one- 
half of the length there is that great 
desideratum, a ship within a ship. In 
other words there are -two shells for 
nearly 500 feet of the length of the 
ship. In addition to this important j 
sea-excluding provision, there are 16 
bulkheads extending athwartahip from 
the port to starboard side. These bulk-i 
heads too have been specially stiffened. [ 
Moreover the decks are made water- [ 
tight. 

The Aqultanla Is fitted with a special; 
arrangement of tanks amidships. In 
order to counteract any tendency to 
rolling, so that she Is sure to prove a 
steady ship, even In boisterous wea¬ 
ther. 

The division of the ship Into water¬ 
tight compartments is much more ex¬ 
tensive than is required by any regu¬ 
lations yet made. There are two 40-foot 
and two 30-foot motor lifeboats, which 
will. In any emergency, be mother 
boats to all the other boats, and be able 
to tow If necessary. Of large rowing 
boats there are 25. and also a large 
number of collapsible boats. The great 
majority of the boats are placed un¬ 
der davits, and the collapsible boats

Aqultanla's Machinery. 

As to propulsion, the turbine machin¬ 
ery working the four shafts represents 
absolutely the latest practice. The high- 
pressure turbine Is on one of the wing 
shafts, while the Intermediate-pressure 
turbine Is on th© other wing shaft. The 
low-pressure turbines are on the two 
Inner shafts. The condensing and aux¬ 
iliary machinery Is divided between 
two separate watertight compartments. 
The turbines are placed In three water¬ 
tight chambers, thus having the ma¬ 
chinery distributed In five compart¬ 
ments. There are astern turbines on all 
four shafts. Should any turbine break 
down the steam can be passed to the 
others and the power of the remaining 
turbines so Increased that there need 
be very little, If any. falling off In 
speed. Steam Is supplied from 21 boil¬ 
ers, each with eight furnaces. The 
boilers ar© In four watertight compart¬ 
ments. 

The four funnels of the Aqultanla 
rise to a height of 184 feet from the 
bottom of the ship and 161 feet from 
the fire grates of the respective 
boilers.

ANCIENT TRAGEDY. 

The “Agamemnon" of Aeschylus, 
which has now been performed In the 
old Oreek theatre at Syracuse, was 
first produced at Athens in 458 B. C., 
with the other plays of the great Ores- 
tean tetralogy. The official record of 
the year, which has been discovered, 
runs: "Tragedy: Choregus Xenocles 

of Aphldna; Poet, AesOhylus." So we 
see that the modern order of prece¬ 
dence—“So-and-so presents a new play 
by A. N. Other"—Is ancient enough. 
For the choregus was merely a wealthy 
citizen who provided and paid for the 
chorus and a room for rehearsals; and 
nobody remembers Xenocles of Aphld¬ 
na to-day. But there was one differ¬ 
ence In ancient Athena The leading 
actor’s name did not appear in the 
record. 

He was a very solemn little boy, and 
his chin barely reached to the counter 
of the circulating-room>n the public 
library. He stood there for some mo¬ 
ments In silence, and seemed to be 
taking It all In. “Well, my little man.” 
said on© of the assistants finally, "what 
book shall It be to-day V ‘‘Oh, some¬ 
thing about life,” returned the little 
fellow, philosophically.

HUMAN PROCESSION 


Real enthusiasm will mark the cele¬ 
bration to-day of the bl^hday of King 
George V 


It was just a century ago to-day, on 
June 3, 1914, that George Crahbe, the 
English poet, was Inducted a? rector 
of the church at. Trow bridge, Wiltshire, 
and the centenary will be fittingly 
commemorated by the people of that 
town. Crabbe held the rectory of Trow¬ 
bridge until his death In 1932, a period 
of flghteen years, and It waa there that 
much of his best literary work was ac¬ 
complished. Crabhe's poetry has never 
enjoyed a widespread popularity on 
this side of the Atlantic, but In this 
country, as In Great Britain, there Is 
still a minority to whom the simplicity 
and pathos of hts verses make a 
powerful appeal. 

Crabbe was In hie sixtieth year when 
he became rector of Trowbridge and 
took up his residence in the quaint and 
old-fashioned rectory which was to be 
his home to his dying day. The rectory, 
with Its high pitched gables and tiled 
roofs and air of detachment from the 
life of the twentieth century, still 
stands and will be the centre of to¬ 
day's observance In Crabhe's honor. 

During the eighteen years of his oc¬ 
cupancy of the rectory Crabbe rarely, 
left the rectory grounds. Hla literary 
labors began only after the other mem¬ 
bers of the household had retired. After 
all was quiet he settled himself In his 
library. At such times he always had a 
snuff-box and a decanter of brandy 
close at hand, aqd aided the muse by 
helping himself liberally from both at 
frequent Intervals. Such Indulgences, so 
shocking In a clergyman, doubtless 
seriously affected his health, for he 
was only 78 when he died. 

“The Village was the work which 
made Crabbe famous and secured for 
him an Introduction Into the literary 
and fashionable circles of eminence 
and fame. After a time he tired of 
such associations with the great, and 
at Trow’brldgs he lived a quiet and al- 
moat hermit-like life. Besides "The VIl-s 
lage' he wrote several other poems o/ 
a domestic character. Including “In¬ 
ebriety," “The Candidate," “The Li¬ 
brary," “The Newspaper,” “The Parish 
Register." “The Borough." “Tales in 
Verse" and “Tales of the Hall.” 

Crabbe was not a great poet, but the 
gentle, kindly, domestic spirit reflected 
In his verse fully entitles him to the 
recognition to bo accorded him by his 
townsmen of a later generation.

A rumor, started from some unac¬ 
countable source, which has been 
passing about the city for the past 
two or three days to the effect that 
the Hudson’s Bay company does not 
intend to proceed immediately with 
the construction of its splendid new 
store on 'Douglas street, is to-day 
given an unqualified denial by the 
company.

the Orient. Mr. Takeda lias been on a 
brief respite from his duties, visiting 
Japan after a considerable absence. 

Mr. Takeda is thoroughly conversant 
with western conditions, having been 
located for some five years In Van¬ 
couver at the consulate there. To a 
Time* man he stated that there was, 
no likelihood of any great movement 
to this coast of the laboring class of 
Japan. The Japanese imperial gov¬ 
ernment desire to direct the attention 
of Its people to the Japanese colonies, 
particularly Korea. In Japan the feel¬ 
ing on this continent against the flood¬ 
ing of the labor market was appreci¬ 
ated, and the public of Canada and the 
United States need have no apprehen¬ 
sion on the score Qt a flood of immi¬ 
gration from Japan. Commercial In¬ 
tercourse there must he. Mr. Takeda 
said, and that he believed both na¬ 
tions desired to an Increasing degree. 
With commercial Interchange, he said, 
some of the misunderstandings would 
pass. 

He stated that he had found condi¬ 
tions quieter In the Japanese capital 
than at the time of the civil disturb¬ 
ances which preceded the fall of the 
cabinet and he observed that the de¬ 
cay of class control and the growth of 
real parliamentary Institutions was 
particularly marked at presont In the 
Flowery Kingdom.

Scarcely an American resident who 
returns from the Philippines fails to 
join In the great body of opinion that 
the movement to hurry the grant of In¬ 
dependence to the Islands Is premature 
and destined to work infinite harm to 
the territorial groun. C. C. Waddell, 
of Kansas City, principal of a trades 
school In northern Luzon, who passed 
through from the Orient on the Tamba 
Maru to-day, thoroughly agrees with 
the opinion of the great majority of 
returning residents. To the Times he 
declared It as his firm conviction that 
there would be civil war In a few 
months, and ultimately dlssentlons 
similar to those of Mexico should the 
American government be persuaded to 
grant tho plea for separation. 

Mr. Waddell says that English alone 
Is taught now, but that the lessons Im-1 
pressed during the Spanish rule can¬ 
not be eradicated In a generation. The 
trouble the Instructors are finding, he! 
staters. Is that after learning trades the 
Filipinos will not work and prefer to 
loaf In the leisure which a soft climate 
makes possible. He asked why it was I 
that the Dutch have done so much 
with a similar class In JAva, while the 
task Is so great in the Philippines. If 
the Americans stepped out. he thinks 
some other country would have to ad¬ 
minister the Islands before long. 

The agitation for independence Is di¬ 
rected, Mr. Waddell says, by men who 
formerly had some status In the com¬ 
munity but who have been turned out 
of office by the more honest officialdom 
of to-day. The number of those who 
vote Is so small that it cannot reflect 
the opinion of the people who are being 
governed. Hence Mr. Waddell Is not 
optimistic regarding the plans of those 
who would see a repetition of the 
Cuban settlement. 

Another Philippine official who came I 
through on tho Tamba Maru was Capt. 
C. Famel, who has been engaged In 
the regular army of occupation In the 
group. He has seen considerable ser¬ 
vice. 

NEW8PAPER GIANT. 

Ths Shoeblack Who Rom to Afflusnee; 

Owns Two Chicago Papers. 

One of the most commanding figures 
In the American Journalistic world to¬ 
day Is Mr. James Keeiey, a Cbndon 
newsboy and bootblack, who came to 
America In 1RR2, when 16 years of age, 
equipped with* only an elementary 
school education. He has now—backed 
by another Englishman. Mr. W. W. 
Chapin—purchased two of Chicago’s 
best-known newspapers, the Inter- 
Ocean and Record Herald.” which he 
will amalgamate and from to-day pub¬ 
lish under a Joint name. 

The ex-shoeblack, who has won his 
way to fame apd fortune. Is said to 
possess a capital of £200.000 with 
which to put the Inter-Ocean Record 
Herald on Its feet. The Inter-Ocean 
recently went Into a receiver's hands. 
Its sale price was reported at only 
£ 10,000. The price of the Record Her¬ 
ald Is unknown. It was sold because 
Its proprietor, Mr. Victor Lawson, 
wished to retire from the field of morn¬ 
ing journalism and devote all his time 
to his evening paper, the Chicago Dally 
News. 

A Romance of Journalism. 

Mr. Keeley’s advance in the world is 
one of the romances of journalism. 
He worked his way through all grades, 
beginning as reporter, until he became 
managing editor of the Chicago Trib¬ 
une, and ultimately general manager of 
that paper, receiving. It Is said, the 
highest salary ever paid to a news¬ 
paper worker except Mr. Arthur Bris¬ 
bane, Mr. He&rst’s chief aide. 

In the newspaper world Mr. Keeiey 
was long famous for his remarkable 
sense of news, especially of police news, 
coupled with an Indomitable will. He 
became nationally famous several years 
ago as a leader In the fight which re¬ 
sulted ln the expulsion of Mr. Lorlmer 
from the United States senate for cor¬ 
rupt practices. Mr. Lorlmer, curiously 
enough, was also an Englishman, hav¬ 
ing begun life as a poor boy In Man¬ 
chester. 

Mr. Keeley’s editorial methods are 
illustrated by a atory told of him soon 
after he became managing editor of 
the Chicago Tribune. An Important 
golf tournament was to be held In Chi¬ 
cago. Mr. Keeiey called all hla re¬ 
porters before him and told those who 
knew anything about golf to stand on 
one side of the room, and those who 


did not understand the game to stand 
on the other side. Then he assigned 
the best reporter among those who did 
not know golf to cover the tournament, 
and said—‘1 want all the Tribune 
readers to read about this tournament; 
and as moat .of them do not play golf 
whatever interests you ln the game 
will Interest them." 

SOUL AFTER DEATH. 

Amazing Experiences! Strange Story 
of a Rector's Wife. 

Mra Lee, the wife of the Rev. Baker 
F. Lee, rector of Christ CKurch, Los 
Angeles, who suddenly revived two 
hours after having been pronounced 
dead by a doctor, emphatically de¬ 
clares, says a San Francisco corre¬ 
spondent, that her spirit after taking 
flight returned to her body. 

"They left me alone," she said, "and 
then my dead father stepped Into the 
room, Just as he used to be ln life. He 
and I were chums. I said, 1 am not 
dead.’ He replied, "Not yet, not yet.’ 
Then be, too, went out. 

"Suddenly I felt my spirit leave my 
body. It was done in an instant. It 
seemed a leaping out, a joyous, light, 
and exhilarating release of the very 
essence of life Into space. 

"My form remained the same, but Its 
substance had utterly changed. It was 
now a translucent vapor, capable, at 
my wll\, of going Immediately to any 
place. 

"I retained all my faculties—mem¬ 
ory, imagination, and will. I was 
among the clouds, knowing the joy of 
flight. Then I came down and hovered 
| over the city, saw the people along the 
main street, and wished with all my 
strength to be able to reveal myself to 
some of them In order to let them 
know that life after death was beauti¬ 
ful. 

"But all this time I knew I was not 
dead, and so at the end of a period of 
duration of which I cannot form an 
Idea, and after experiencing unimagin¬ 
able Joys, I went back Into my body 
with that Instantaneous possession 
which had characterized my departure. 

"The entire experience waa too real 
for a dream, and since having It I have 
been firmly convinced that I dwelt for 
a time upon the edge of eternity, and 
knew in part, at least, what the future 
life la The knowledge hae comforted 
me, because It revealed to me an exist¬ 
ence beyond the grave immeasurably 
more delightful than I had ever dream¬ 
ed. If my story has any value at all, 
I hope It will be In impressing others 
with the truth that tlie release of the 


spirit from the body at the moment of 
death need have no terror, but the re¬ 
verse." 

A, detailed report of Mrs. Lee’s ex¬ 
perience, which Is regarded in scientific 
circles as a valuable contribution to 
the study of eschatology, is being pre¬ 
pared for presentation, to Sir Olives 
Lodge. t ‘
